DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to an amendment filed on June 30, 2008. Independent claims 1,10, 

1 1, 20 and 26 have been amended. Claims 3, 6, 8, 16, 19 and 23-24 have been cancelled. Claims 
1-2, 4-5, 7, 9-15, 17-18, 20-22 and 25-26 are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments "creating subscription template from the plurality of SQL 
statement" with respect to claims 1, 10, 1 1, 20 and 26 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 9-15, 17-18, 20-22 and 25-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 10, 1 1, 20 and 26, the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest the claimed provision "creating a subscription template from the plurality of SQL query 
statements, the template not comprising any constants and generating a parameter table from the 
plurality of SQL query statements, the parameter table comprising for each SQL query statement 
a constant representing a query value and a subscription identification value uniquely identifying 
a subscription associated with the particular query statement " as claimed in conjunction with 
remaining claims provisions. 

5. The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the Specification are also allowed. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Other Prior Art Made of Record 

7. 1. Seshadri et al. (US 7209916 Bl) disclose expression and flexibility framework for 
providing notification(s). 

2. Hui et al. (US 70133 1 1 B2) disclose providing XML cursor support on an XML 
repository built on top of a relational database system.
